(1)  to open two new underwater preserves at the Potash Point Canalboat 9

In FY  2022, if the Commissioner of Finance and Management offsets any 5 

capital funds appropriated in this act for water and sewer infrastructure projects 6 

with federal funds from the American Rescue Plan Act pursuant to the process 7 

set forth in the FY 2022 Appropriations Act, then any offset amounts shall be 8 

reused for future capital construction projects in the fiscal years 2022 –2023 9 

capital budget adjustment process. 10

Sec. 29.  MORATORIUM ON LAKE ENCROACHMENT PERMITS FOR 13 

              SINKING OF VESSEL 14 

Notwithstanding the authority of the Department of Environmental 15 

Conservation (Department) under 29 V.S.A. chapter 11 to authorize 16 

encroachments on lakes and ponds and lands lying thereunder, the Department 17 

shall not issue a lake encroachment permit for the intentional sinking of a 18 

vessel in any lake or pond within the jurisdiction of the Department during the 19 

period beginning on the effective date of this act and ending on July 1, 2024.  20
